Our new Catholic Church in Griffith, placed under 


the patronage of the Immaculate Conception of the Mo- 
ther of God, is now complete. It stands as a monument 
to the honor and glory of God and as a home for Jesus 


Christ in the Blessed Sacrament. 


Concrete, steel, brick, stone, rich oak, polished mar- | 


ble and gleaming bronze have been assembled and fash- 
ioned into a beautiful structure of contemporary styling. 


All this beauty did not come 
easily. Each brick and stone and 
fine embellishment represents the 
work, prayer and sacrifice of the 
members of St. Mary Parish. 
Some fifteen months ago, while 
the need demanded a new church, 
the project seemed impossible. 
There was still some $90,000 debt. 
Under the leadership of the pastor 
and a finance committee a cam- 
paign for donations and pled 


beyond expectations, Within two 
months $212,000 had been pledged 
and seven months later there was 
enough cash to pay off all debt. 
Funds toward the new building 
then began to accumulate.

met. It was to be a bright church 
by day; well lighted by night; 
acoustically correct with seating 
arrangements for approximately 
800 persons. All interior lines

Plans and Specifications were 
released for bids on February 1st, 
1957 and the lowest bidders in 
each of their fields were notified 
on March 2nd, 1957. Ground was 
broken on March 11th, 1957. The

These are in three parts: 

1, Dedication of the Church 

building 

2. Consecration of the three 

altars 

3. The Solemn Mass in Presence 

of the Bishop. 

Dedication of the Building. 

The Church is kept empty of 
people. The Bishop approaches 
the front door and from there 
goes around the church sprink- 
ling the walls with Holy Water. 
Then he and the clergy enter the 
church while chanting the litany 
of All Saints. In the church after 
finishing the litany the Bishop 
goes around the inside of the 
church blessing the walls. And a 
concluding prayer. 

The people are then admitted 
into the church. 

Consecrating the altar tops. 

Mass is not celebrated except 
on a consecrated altar stone. This 
custom dates back to the cata- 
combs. 

The entire top of each of our 
altars constitutes such an altar 
stone. Three Monsignors have 
been delegated by our Bishop to 
consecrate these altars. This 
ceremony consists of: 

Anointing by a mixture of 
water, salt, ashes and wine. 

Anointing with the Blessed Oil 
of Catechumenons. 

Anointing with the Blessed 
Chrism 

Anointing of the niche for the 
relics. 

Placing of the relics and sealing 
the niche with stone cover. 

Burning of the incense with 
little wax tapers... 

The Solemn Mass which on this 
date is the Mass of the Monday 
after Easter.

1921 


Catholic men and women of the 
Griffith area form a “Catholic So- 
cial Club” with the object of buy- 
ing property and otherwise pre- 
paring for a Catholic Parish. And 
the present church property is 
purchased. 


1928 

April 1st - The parish bound- 
aries are established by Bishop 
Noll. They include all of High- 
land and Griffith; parts of the 
Black Oak territory; some fam- 
ilies of Munster. 

June 24th - Father Joseph 
Suelzer is appointed pastor and 
celebrates the first Mass in Grif- 
fith in the Franklin School gym.
